During the Five-Tear Plan about 54 and 22 percent, respectively, 
number of buses and truoks are to be replaced, although a much larger propor- 
tion should be replaced, A total of 4,ll8 billion tram are to be spent 
purchasing vehicles.

The Czechoslovak State Railways can house only 60 percent of their oars. 

It will be neoessary to expand the hus lines In Slovakia where 210 
lines are in operation over 6,100 kilometers. In the Czech Provinces there 
are 1,290 lines covering 27,800 kilometers. 

The amount of goods transported in 19^8 was 37 percent higher than in

MU HIGHWAY MAlNTENATfCK METHOD -- Crobo&ne Slovo, No 36, Iff Apr hy 

The Hraj National Ccmmittae in Jihlava has introduced a nev system of 
highway repair. Instead of using ten road repair workers, they are using a 
motorized a c^ac foment consisting of one road repair worker, four helpers, and 
one driver. The experiment vas begun early in April on a 60,73 -kilometer 
section of road between Havlickuv Brod, dlhlava, and Velba Bites, 

The detachment is temporarily equipped with a 3-ton truck, a grader, 
a loader, a machine sweeper, two 100-liter vessels for heating tar and 
similar materials, and tvo bicycles, in addition to smaller tools* 

The machine station in Nove Mesto na Morave will also bo motorized. 

This machine station is not to be used in one region alone, but is to work 
wherever needed. It is primarily supposed to renew and construct highways, 
not only to repair them* Therefore it is equipped with a dredge, a bull- 
dpter, a grader, mobile crushing oquijment, a machine sweeper, tractors, 
trucks, and a scraper. The scraper, in contrast to the bulldozer, oau not 
only scrape but can carry dirt for considerable distances. 

MW TTO; TIRE -- Tehnika. Sarodu, No 15 , 13 Apr U 9 

The Czech rubber industry has developed a new type of tire for auto- 
mobiles. Instead of having a separate rubber tube inserted, the new tire 
is made with rubbe-* partitions inside. 

When the tire is damaged, only the damaged part and not the whole tiara 
deflates. On rough roads, the strain on the tires is much less than in the 
oase of ordinary tires. The nev tires can be repaired many times without 
impairment to their wearing qualities, and they are not injured by over- 
heating during long trips. 
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
